Director  The  “Rams  Band”  has  been 
under  the  very  capable 
direction  of  Steven  McMillan 
for  two  of  its  three  competitive 
years.  Mr.  McMillan,  a  native 
Pennsylvanian,  received  his  BS 
from  Penn  State  where  he  was 
a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Tau 
and  Phi  Mu  Alpha  Honary  Music 
Fraternity.  While  at  Penn  State 
Mr.  McMillan  marched  with  the 
well  known  Blue  Band  and 
served  as  concert  master  for 
the  Concert  Blue  Band  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Intercollegiate 
Band.  He  was  also  musical 
director  for  many  of  the 
University’s  musical  comedy 
productions.  After  college,  he 
furthered  his  studies  at  the 
Juilliard  School  of  Music  while 
living  and  teaching  on  Long 
Island.  Mr.  McMillan  personally 
writes  the  band  shows  and 
drills  the  Band  in  addition  to 
the  many  hours  spent 
rehearsing  field  music.  In 
addition  to  the  Marching  Band, 
Mr.  McMillan  directs  the 
Symphonic  Band,  Stage  Band, 
Clarinet  Choir,  Woodwind 
Quintet,  and  the  Brass 
Ensemble.
